SUBJECT: — Authoritative Guidance on Executive Order Entitled “Protecting the Nation from 
Foreign Terrorist Entry into the United States” (Jan. 27, 2017) 


Section 3(c) of the Executive Order entitled “Protecting the Nation from Foreign 
Terrorist Entry into the United States” (Jan. 27, 2017) suspends for 90 days the entry into the 
United States of certain aliens from countries referred to in section 217(a)(12) of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act (INA), 8 U.S.C. 1187(a)(12). Section 3(e) of the order directs the Secretary 
of Homeland Security, in consultation with the Secretary of State, to submit to the President a list 
of countries recommended for inclusion on a Presidential proclamation that would prohibit the 
entry of certain foreign nationals from countries that do not provide information needed to 
adjudicate visas, admissions, or other benefits under the INA. 


I understand that there has been reasonable uncertainty about whether those provisions 


apply to lawful permanent residents of the United States. Accordingly, to remove any confusion, 
I now clarify that Sections 3(c) and 3(e) do not apply to such individuals. Please immediately 
convey this interpretive guidance to all individuals responsible for the administration and 
implementation of the Executive Order.

NYT story, and the other will receive it shortly (check back ahead of Sunday shows), showing that the waiver system is 
working and serving its purpose. 

Is this EO targeting Muslims? 


o Anyone who says this is a “Muslim ban” is either misinformed or maliciously spreading false information. 


o There are many majority Muslim countries (such as Indonesia and Pakistan, the two most populous Muslim countries) 
not on the list — so this accusation is not supported by the facts. 


Why was no guidance issued ahead of this EO’s implementation? 


o It would be reckless to disseminate implementation strategies ahead of time for a program with such significant 
national security implications. 


Did the Executive Order lead to Iran banning the entry of Americans? 


o We have no problem if Iran would also like to re-evaluate their entry protocols, as long as they respond reciprocally 
and also make determinations on a case by case basis. 


o It’s the right of every nation to determine who may pass through its borders and how they apply for that privilege. 


Phone Call with President Putin

This Executive Order Does The Following: 

o Establishes that it is the policy of the United States that ISIS be defeated. 
o Instructs the Joint Chiefs of Staff to, in the next 30 days, deliver to the President a plan to defeat ISIS that includes: 


§ Acomprehensive strategy and plans for the defeat of ISIS; 


§ Recommended changes to any United States rules of engagement and other United States policy restrictions that 
exceed the requirements of international law regarding the use of force against ISIS; 


§ Public diplomacy, information operations, and cyber strategies to isolate and delegitimize ISIS and its radical Islamist 
ideology; 


§ Identification of new coalition partners in the fight against ISIS and policies to empower coalition partners to fight ISIS 
and its affiliates: 


§ Mechanisms to cut off or seize ISIS’s financial support, including financial transfers, money laundering, oil revenue, 
human trafficking, sales of looted art and historical artifacts, and other revenue sources; and 


§ A detailed strategy to robustly fund the Plan.

Presidential Memorandum to Rebuild the U.S. Armed Forces 
Topline: 


Quote from the President: “We will rebuild our military and alliances, destroy terrorists and face all our enemies 
head on, and make America safe again.” 


Within 30 days the Secretary of Defense will submit a “readiness review” to the President and within 60 days a 
plan to address deficiencies will be put into effect. 


In an effort to pursue peace through strength, the U.S. military will bolster its capabilities in all areas, including 
missile defense, cyber defense and nuclear deterrence. 


The safety of the American people and the security of the American homeland are the President’s top priorities. 


This Presidential Memorandum: 
Makes it clear that the policy of the United States shall be to rebuild the U.S. armed forces. 


Instructs the Secretary of Defense to conduct a 30-day “readiness review,” in which he will: 


o 1. Assess readiness conditions, including training, equipment maintenance, munitions, modernization and 
infrastructure; and, 


o 2. Submit to the President a report identifying actions that can be implemented within the current fiscal year and that 
are necessary to improve readiness conditions. 


Instructs the Secretary of Defense to, within 60 days, submit to the President a plan of action to achieve the levels 
of readiness identified in the Secretary’s Readiness Review before FY 2019. 


Instructs the Secretary of Defense to produce a National Defense Strategy, which will give the President and the 
Secretary maximum strategic flexibility and to determine the force structure necessary to meet requirements. 


Instructs the Secretary of Defense to initiate a new Nuclear Posture Review to ensure that the United States 
nuclear deterrent is modern, robust, flexible, resilient, ready, and appropriately tailored to deter 21st-century threats 
and reassure our allies. 


Instructs the Secretary of Defense to initiate a new Ballistic Missile Defense Review to identify ways of 


strengthening missile-defense capabilities, rebalancing homeland and theater defense priorities, and highlighting 
priority funding areas. 


UK PM Theresa May Visits White House 
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The UK and US have a longstanding special relationship, and will continue to work closely together on our mutual 
security and economic interests. 


In this meeting, the President hopes to assure the PM and the UK that we remain very focused on the special and 
vibrant relationship between our two countries. 


These are two leaders who came into office very similarly — the people of the United States and United Kingdom 
sent a clear message that they wanted a break from the establishment with a government that puts people first. 


The President looks forward discussing a bilateral trade agreement with the UK that will create jobs and boost 
wages for American workers. 


As the PM said in Philadelphia on Thursday, “we have the opportunity — indeed the responsibility — to renew the 
Special Relationship for this new age. We have the opportunity to lead, together, again.” 


POTUS phone call with Mexican President 

POTUS and Mexican President Enrique Pefia Nieto spoke by phone Friday morning for an hour. 

The two had a productive and constructive call regarding the bilateral relationship between the two countries, the 
current trade deficit the United States has with Mexico, the importance of the friendship between the two nations, and 
the need for the two nations to work together to stop drug cartels, drug trafficking and illegal guns and arms sales. 

With respect to payment for the border wall, both presidents recognize their clear and very public differences of 
positions on this issue but have agreed to work these differences out as part of a comprehensive discussion on all 
aspects of the bilateral relationship. 

Both presidents have instructed their teams to continue the dialogue to strengthen this important strategic and 


economic relationship in a constructive way. 


How to Pay for the Wall 


The President is working closely with congressional leaders on a plan to pay for a wall along the U.S.’s southern 
border. 


A tax on Mexican exports coming into the U.S. is just one example of the many ways Mexico could ultimately pay 
for the wall through comprehensive tax reform. 


The U.S. has substantial leverage to obtain from Mexico the funds necessary to pay for a border wall. 


Outreach to Congress 
This week, the Legislative Affairs office met or spoke with more than 110 offices. 


That’s in addition to the President and Vice President speaking at the Congressional Republican retreat in 
Philadelphia and several Capitol Hill trips from the Vice President. 
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All this was accomplished in just the first week, we intend to continue to reach out to additional members in the 
days ahead. 


In just his first few days in office, President Trump has shown a willingness to engage with legislators from both 
parties in order to get his agenda moving, something that his predecessor rarely did. 


The President and Vice President together are actively engaging on the Hill, pushing policies that will make 
Americans safer and get them back to work. 
Enhanced Interrogation 
The President believes enhanced interrogation tactics work, based on the information he has seen. 
However, he is deferring to Defense Secretary James Mattis’s position that these tactics should not be reinstated.

Executive Actions on Immigration and National Security 
Topline:

o These moves will create jobs, boost wages and strengthen our national security. 


o The President has gotten right to work, fighting on behalf of American families, workers and manufacturers. 


EO on Border Security and Immigration Enforcement 


o By directing the immediate construction of a physical wall along the border, this executive order will begin the 
process of finally securing our border with Mexico once and for all. 


o It will also provide additional tools and resources for the Department of Homeland Security to support the dedicated 
men and women within the agency who are responsible for securing the border, and will begin the process of hiring 
more men and women to secure our border. 


o These tools and resources will include more detention space for detained illegal immigrants along the Mexican 
border, the elimination of the dangerous “catch-and-release” policy, and expanded cooperation with state and local law 
enforcement. 


o This executive order will also direct the Attorney General to have the Department of Justice prioritize the prosecution 
of criminal offenses with a nexus to the southern border. 


EO on Enhancing Public Safety in the Interior of the United States 
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o This executive order will give the Department of Homeland Security the tools it needs to enforce federal immigration 
law within the United States. 


o It will remove the restraints that have been placed on the dedicated men and women of Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement (ICE) and allow them to arrest, detain, and remove illegal immigrants from the United States. 


o It will require the State Department to withhold visas and use other tools to make other countries accept the return 
of their criminals. 


o It will restore the popular and successful Secure Communities Program, which will once again allow ICE to target 
criminal illegals for removal. 


o It will also authorize the Departments of Homeland Security and Justice to withhold certain types of federal grant 
funding from sanctuary jurisdictions for efforts to undermine federal immigration law. 


SCOTUS 
The President intends to nominate an Associate Justice to the United States Supreme Court next Thursday. 


This will be one of the most important decisions he makes — impacting generations of Americans — and he is taking 
it very seriously. 


The individuals under consideration were selected, first and foremost, because of their commitment to 
constitutional principles, with input from respected conservative leaders. 


A significant number of voters considered the Supreme Court the most important issue of the election. Those 
voters overwhelmingly supported President Trump, and he is going to deliver a worthy successor to Justice Scalia.

proposal and directing agencies to swiftly approve it. 
* The Keystone pipeline is an $8 billion private sector investment that would create thousands of new jobs and 
enhance U.S. energy security. The Obama administration blocked it for political reasons. 
* Continuing to block the Keystone pipeline also means energy companies will transport oil with more dangerous, 
less environmentally friendly, and more expensive methods.

* Manufacturers are telling the President that excessive regulations are driving them out of the U.S. 

* This Memo requires the Commerce Secretary to reach out to manufacturers and the public to identify the 
regulations that are hurting manufacturing. 

* The Commerce Secretary, working with other agencies, will then give me a report recommending how to 
streamline manufacturing permitting and reduce the regulatory burden on our manufacturers. 


* Withdrawal from TPP 
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* This multinational trade agreement was negotiated in secret and is not in the best interest of American workers.

e No regulation will be sent to the Office of the Federal Register (OFR) -- unless granted an exception by the Acting 
Director of the OMB -- until the agency head appointed by President Trump reviews and approves the regulation. 


Regulation that has been sent to the OFR but not published in the Federal Register will be immediately withdrawn. 


e Regulations that have been published in the OFR but have not taken effect will temporarily postpone their 
effective date for 60 days for the purpose of review.

No decision has been made on the FBI Director’s position. An announcement will be made at the appropriate time.

* To be clear, in both cases, the White House has not directed a halt to any employee communications. Any direction 
has come from the agencies and is consistent with that respective agency’s social media college.

GENERAL, AND THE SECRETARY OF HOMELAND SECURITY

SUBJECT: Authoritative Guidance on Executive Order Entitled “Protecting the Nation from 
Foreign Terrorist Entry into the United States” (Jan. 27, 2017) 


Section 3(c) of the Executive Order entitled “Protecting the Nation from Foreign 
Terrorist Entry into the United States” (Jan. 27, 2017) suspends for 90 days the entry into the 
United States of certain aliens from countries referred to in section 217(a)(12) of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act (INA), 8 U.S.C. 1187(a)(12). Section 3(e) of the order directs the Secretary 
of Homeland Security, in consultation with the Secretary of State, to submit to the President a list 
of countries recommended for inclusion on a Presidential proclamation that would prohibit the 
entry of certain foreign nationals from countries that do not provide information needed to 
adjudicate visas, admissions, or other benefits under the INA. 


I understand that there has been reasonable uncertainty about whether those provisions 


apply to lawful permanent residents of the United States. Accordingly, to remove any confusion, 
] now clarify that Sections 3(c) and 3(e) do not apply to such individuals. Please immediately 
convey this interpretive guidance to all individuals responsible for the administration and 
implementation of the Executive Order.
